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THE FIRST THING I ask Aluf 
(Res.) Chaim Horzog is how long 
he expects his new job to endure. 
With the Arabs pushing for 
Israel's expulsion or suspension 
from the U.N., is there not some 
danger that he, like the South 
African delegates will be barred 
from even addressing the Gencral 
Assembly? 

“Ag far as I'm concerned, of 
course, I've taken on the job fora 
number of years,’ says Aluf Her- 
τοῦ. ‘We can't be expelled from 
the U.N., because that's 
something that has to go to the 
Security Council, and presumably 
there'd be a veto there against our 
expulsion, Admittedly, we can be 
suspended by a majority vote 
from participation In the General 
Assembly, but I think most coun- 
tries, realize by now that thia 
would mean voting for the death 
of the United Nations. 

The new American ambassador 
to the U.N., Dante] Moynihan, has 
made it clear that in the event of 
Isracl's being suspended, he'd 
urge the withdrawal of the United 
States from the Assembly. I think 
personally that a lot of Western 
countries will have second 
thoughts about ruining an 
organization that is already In 
deep trouble ag far ag ita image is 
concerned,'*

the U.N. and {ls conatituant bodies 
have no relation to realities. Abba 
Eban once said that the Arabs 
could automatically muster 40 
votes for a proposal that the world 
was flat. Today, the count for thir 
Proposition, it advanced by Saudi 
Arabia, would probably be 100 in 
favour; Israel, Costa Rica and the 
US. against; and 35 abstentions.

When you passa 
certain point of pressure against 
you, it begins to work in your 
favour; you become an underdog. 

‘But I have no illusions that it's 
going to be an easy job; the dics 
are loaded against us because of 
the dominance of oil. If I had been 
offered a quict, pleasant, am- 
bassndorial post in a friendly 
country, I'd nover have accepted 
it. This was progented to me as A 
national need in a time of crisis, 
that's how I seo the post."

Joe 'Tekouh's denunciations of the 
Russians and the Arabs, but the 
trouble Is that Jeremiads Lond to 
bécome repetitive very quickly in 
an nge when every speech is 
reported ut leaat three timos — by 
TV, radio and press.

“The Suez Canal waa the beat 
line Israel could have chosen as a 
military line, but if you hold It 
with 486 soldiers, it just isn't a 
good Hne. This highlights the 
problem of what is a good line 
from the military point of view. 

‘The Yom Kippur War 
demonstrated that a defence 
posture is made up of a large 
number of different elements, 
with the physical line you hold just 
one of them. Its importance is 
only a function of a great many 
other factors, such as the number 
of troops you atation in the line, 
the nature of their equipment, the 
range of the equipment, the 
sources of supply, the lines of 
communication, the International 
guarantecs you have, your 
political relationships, the state of 
‘your. economy, the willingness of 
your people to tighten their belts,

“This last 15. a very important 
factor indeed, It's a mistake, 
possibly a fatal mistake, to 
visualize a defence line as 
something all-important and suf- 
fictent In itself. We learned this in 
the Yom Kippur War.” 


IN HIS BOOK, he had some very 
harsh things to say about his 
former mentor and friend, Moshe 
Dayan, under whom he served for 
many years in the army, and 
whom he followed into Rafi.

I can never un- 
derstand the apathy of the public 
or the leaders towards such 
revelations of faults, especially 
whon so many poopie may die ann 
result of these errors. That apathy 
attll persists today.’ 

Has Dayan answered his 
eriticlsims? 

"T underatand he's writing a 
book in which he'll prosent his 
point of view.” 

Herzog's book has been a 
runaway best-seller In Hebrew, 
with 40,000 copica niready sold, 
and the figure likely Lo reach 60,- 
000 by the end of the summer, It is 
also moving towards best-seller 
status in England, and will come 
out in America in August, In Ger- 
many 8 month later.

DLE OF GIVAT 


Could the remains found in a 2,000-year-old ossuary on Jerusalem's Givat Hamiviar be those of the last Hasmonean King? Most 
scholars have concluded that they are not, but the suggestion has fired the imagination of the public, SYLVIA MANN discusses it, 


PROMINENTLY DISPLAYED at Fagen hese ames 
the Israel Museum's current 10th iyo ;

As for rug-making, it is 
ane of the handicrafts which 
appeals to men (oo. There are 
storles of soldiers taking a rug to 
hook during reserve duty at the 
front. 

I've discovered two coun- 
irywide distributors of the 
materials for home rug-making 
and necdlework. Neither firm 
manufactures the components, 
One markets imported materials, 
the other, primarily locally-made 
items. The difference between 

. them could be compared to the 
difference between a Cadillac and 

. a Ford. 

᾿ The firm “Noyli'' Imports han- 
dicraft materials of the Cadillac 
class from England, Scandinavia 
and Germany. It carries 
internationally-known  brand- 
names, and rather high price 
tags. The other firm [5 '‘Empisal"’ 
— the distributors of Brother sew- 
ing and knitting machinas. It sells 
handicraft materials made malin- 
ly In Israel, except for the 

canvases, which 

come from France. Its prices are 

lower than Noyll's, but the quality 


"may be somewhat less elite. 


There are two reasons why rug- 
waking may appeal to you. One Is 
to get an exclusive, hand-made 
carpet cheaper than you could buy 
ἢ, The other is for the sheer 
satisfaction.of doing it yourself.

THE ORIGINAL Rya rugs — the 
Scandinavian name is well known 
abroad — were made with a nee- 
dle, but the common practice 
nowadays is to use A carpet hook 
which knots the wool almost ef- 
fortlessly. In my experience, a 
few minutes’ instruction is suf- 
ficient for the beginner. 

Noyli gets its να materials 
from the British firm, Forsell of 
Leicester, which calls its moth- 


proofed pure wool ‘‘Ryagarm." 


The cheapest and simplest 
beginner item is a cushion cover, 
40X40 em. The canvas with pre- 
printed design, instruction chart, 
and packets of pre-cut wool will 
cost you [L85. You still need cloth 
for the back, and some sort of stuf: 
fing, You gan make a jumbo floor 
cushion for IL:240. . 

-On cushions or carpets, you can 
cut the cost by nearly 80 per cent if 
you are willing to buy the yarn in 


“hangs” and spend tlme cutting !t 
into lengths yourself, 

Rugs for floor or wall can be 
made in various sizes and in 
different thicknesses of pile, from 
six to 19 cm. Obviously, the 
thicker the pile, the more expen- 
sive the rug. The thickest Rya rug 
from Noyli materials can run you 
into TL900 a square metre if you 
use the pre-cut wool and a pre- 
printed canvas, This makes it ex- 
actly as expensive aa a custom- 
made, multi-coloured ‘poodle’ 
type Maskit carpet of the same 
size, At home, you could reduce 
‘the cost by nearly a third by out- 
ting your own wool and even more 
if you are talented enough to make 
your own design. 

-If.you make a carpet half the 
thickness, your average cost per 
square metre will be ILb00 from 
Noylt's pre-cut British yarns. 

Noyli offers a second type of do- 
it-yourself carpet — Paton rugs 
from England, which are made 
with a brand of wool called 
“Turkey'' wool. These have a 
thicker, shorter pile (seven cm.), 
and the patterns are more 
traditional, Including floral and 
Persian-looking ones. Paton ru

AVAUNT, GARDE!

DURING the past decade or xo, 
we have been witnessing a moder- 
nization of stage art. It Is taking 
place everywhere, even in our 
theatres, The world's critics have 
united and decided to build a new 
and better theatre on the wreck of 
the old. So far, the operation has 
been a partial success: the wreck- 
ing is proceeding satisfactorily. 
The accepted slogan is: shun 
the conventional routine. That is, 
stop that obsolete custom where 
something has to happen 
somewhere on the atage, while the 
actors declaim sentences which 
make sense, That is good enough 
for half-wit parrots. A modern 
play In keeping with the times has 
to open with a stage direction 
worded approximately as follows: 
“A rocky, mountainous terrain 


‘ with sparse vegetation slopes 


down at 838 degrees stage right. 
Under no circumstances should 
its colour be light green. In the 
geometric centre of the terrain, at 
a height of one inch or so, stands a 
platform of nondescript colour 
with a brown spot the aize of a not- 
quite inflated basket-ball at the 
centre, In the left-hand front cor- 
ner of the platform lics an up- 
turned, handleless chamberpot 
adorned with orange and blue 
polka-dots. Abova it, at the height 
of a door-frame, a locomotive. A 
harness studded with brags nails 
dangles from the locomotive, 
without, however, touching the 
ground, The time is carly after: 
noon, 

“Ag the curta{n rises we hear a 
shrill but not dissonant whistle 


from the extreme right-hand box 
(facing the audience.)'* 


THAT'S JT. When the play was 
first read before the repertory 
committee, they burst into spon- 
tancous applause at this point. 
What's more, the young 
playwright, Hduard Battleaxe- 
Bildhuchsh uttered an exclama- 
tlon and requested permiseion to 
leave the room for a few minutes. 
In fact he missed nothing, for that 
was the whale play. The whistle 
from the extreme right-hand box 
(facing the audience) has to last 
exactly 12 minutes, followed by 
slow curtain and applause. There 
are no curtain calls. 


LL. KUNSTATTER, generally 
considered an old has-been of a 
critic who hates the theatre, pull- 
ed out all the stops in praising the 
play: 

“One of the most topical and 
subtle plays I have seen in the 
past 14 years, Should not be 
missed," 

The 132 spectators who saw the 
production during its run of one 
month were at first somewhat up- 
set by the noise, but gradually got 
used to it, and by the end of the 
twelfth performance would 
assemble in the foyer and discuss 
the play till daybreak, (Ita title, by 
the way, was ‘The Conductor is 
not a Hunchback.") 

. The playwright waa awarded 
the Strindberg Prize for Drama. 
At a press conference, he 
declared, smiling winsomely: 

“Don't ask me questions, I 
haven't got the faintest [dea what 
1 wrote. I'm completely mixed up 
myself, 1 don't understand a 
thing."’

Sensational, certainly. You 
can't go on like a robot writing in 
the antiquated, bankrupt style. 
Though there still remain a few 
theatrical works in which people 
talk as they did in years past. 

“Last night I wrote a three-and- 
a-half act play" the poet says, 
atirring his Turkish coffee, and 
black rings circle hig eyes. 
“Everything Is ready, all it needs 
ig a central theme." But have no 
fear, it will he found somewhere, 
at worst in the press the day after 
the premiere. Quite possibly, the 
playwright has nonchalantly 
broken down time into its compo- 
nent elements, or resorted to psy- 
chedelic distillation through the 
lack of communication that 
characterizes our generation. 
Who knows? 

In any case, “lack of com- 
munication,"’ always works. And 
it certainly exists. Especially 
between the audience and plays 
on lack of communication. 


THE AVANT-GARDE Mafla is 
irresistible. If a young writer 
notices that a clear passage has 
crept into his play, he bangs his 
head against the wall. For the new 
drama, which alma at smashing 
all conventions, has laid down 
ironclad rules of its own. Thus: 

ἃ. Avoid cheap logic; it invites 
lukewarm reviews. Avoid pilots 
Itke the plague. Come to the open- 
ing night barefoot. 

b. Reform stagecraft. Play

THIS BOOK evokes an am- 
bivalent reaction. On the one 
hand, it is right, even cruelal, to 
discuss the prablems, the 
promises and disappointments of 
the Zionist vision, as Ehud Ben- 
Ezer does in this series of inter- 
views with Israeli thinkers and 
writers. It becomes particularly 
significant when one realizes that 
these interviews extend over the 
period since the carly 1960s until 
the outbreak of the Yom Kippur 
War. And what had been a matter 
for theoretical discussion and 
vague disquiet among intellec- 
tuals before Yom Kippur 1073 
erupted after the war as a deep 
disheartening and self-doubt in 
the very heart of the people. It has 
even been argued that disillusion- 
ment with Zionism and absence of 
national purpogefulneas were at 
the root of our failures !n the Yom 
Kippur War. Be that as it may, 
our philosophical uncertainties 
blossomed in the wake of the war 
Into a crisis of confidence from 
which we are only now beginning 
to emerge. 

Zionism had taught us to 
believe that, at the least, a Jewish 
state was a refuge from persccu- 
tion, that sovereignty cnsured 
Jewish survival. But constant 
threats of destruction have 
brought this into question: Israel 
seems today ta be the focua of 
persecution of the Jews rather 
than the refuge from persecution. 
Tt Is this realization which un- 
deriies much of the discussion in 
this book, 

Nevertheless, I do not πὸ the 
tone and intellectual posturing of 
the intorviewor. I am impatient 
with what seem to be the preten: 
sions of Ben-Ezer and, In turn, of 
ἃ whole goneration of Tsrnell in- 
tellectuala who work so hard to 
“be like tha other nations" --- in 
this caso, to imitate the Wostern 
intellectuals in flaunting 
‘alienation’ and digging up the 
sceds of discontent. One can be 
critical without being alienated, 
as the educator Akiva Ernat 
Simon — one of the interviewees 
in this book — implies when he 
calls for “critical identification.” 
One can appreciate and admit to 
the richness of “community,”

One 
detects a sense of betrayal among 
them. They were brought up to 
believe that they were the tough, 
new Jew. With inordinate naivete 
they accepted the teaching of 
thelr elders that they could deter- 
mine their own future. They 
believed that sovereignty would 
bring “normalization” and the 
end to Jewish suffering. But ag 
repented wara with the Arabs 
make it apparent that Zioniam 
gives no unequivocal answers con- 
cerning normalization and Jewish 
survival], a Sabra generation con- 
stantly called upon to sacrifice for 
Zionism 15. left ideologically con- 
fused. Their sacrifice brings no 
peace or certainty of survival, 
and, nurtured almost exclusively 
on the belief In the political vision 
of Zionism, they have little else to 
fall back upon: they were given 
Hittie justification for Zioniam 
beyond survival to vindicate the 
constant sacrfice. Perhaps the 
energies necessary for creating a 
viable political entity made it in- 
evitable that Israel soclety draw 
its educational thrust, its inspira- 
tion, entirely from the political 
side of Zionism. But we witness in 
this book the paradoxes and 
problems it has created. 


ONE PARADOX is that Israeli In- 
tellectuals, like their Western 
counterparts, fear chauvinism, 
are suspicious of the view of the 
slate as an end, Yet the emphasis 
on the political has given them lit- 
tle clue. 

The political Zionism of a Ben- 
Gurion which negated and ignored 
the 19 centurics of the Jewish 
Diaspora and all that the Jowish 
people created in that time, and 
looked back to Biblical sources for 
Inspiration and justification, 1s to 
A preal extent responsible for this, 
It unwittingly bred a Canaanism 
which undermines a “Jewlsh'' 
raison d'elre for the Stale, a 
Canaanism which advocates a 
political form without an 
ideological direction rooted in 
Jewish continuity, This is in direct 
contrast, for example, to the 
religious Yeshayahu Leibowitz, 
who sees no reason for implemen- 
ting a national form except as a 
mcans of perpetuating "Jewlsh 
content.” He defines ‘Jewish con- 
tent", though, by a particularly 
formalistic version of Halachic 
observance which 15 too abstract 
for most people. 

Canaanism, although It has not 
been viable as 8 movement, has 
nevertheless permeated much 
popular thinking with the view 
that the Israeli belongs to the 
landscape of a_ certain 
geographical area rather than to 
the Jewlsh pcople as a whale. 
Since the Six Day War, when 
Israe]'s connection to world 
Jewry was brought home ao vivid- 
ly to Israelis, it has boen more dif- 
ficult for the Canaanite-leaning 
Israeli to deny the sharing of a 
common fate with all Jews. This 
comes home in ἃ striking manner 
in the Interviews with Boaz 


Evron, one before and one after: 
the Six Day War. Honesty com-:

Unfortunately, as Professor 
Simon has pointed out, the view of 
Zioniam as “normalization” may 
simply substitute public assimila- 
tion for the age-old private means 


,of assimilation. : : 


FOR BEN-EZER there are also 
no philosophical guidelines for the 
State. All we have is our ‘will to 
exist. This holding onto Zionism, - 
the sacrifice. it entails and the 
casualness of death it teaches, tn 
face of total meaninglessnesa, 
becomes; for: Ben-Hzer,; 8 
paradigm ‘of man's condition. | 


There is simply no reason, in 
Zionism or in life in general, 
heyond the will to survive which 
justifies the sacrifice. And yet one 
holds on. He says: 

“Δ would renounce Zionlam — 
the only trouble 181 don't see any 
such solution that in the final ac- 
count will coat less, and so by lack 
of choice I remain a loyal 
Zionist.'" 

The fiction writer and 
playwright, A.B. Yehoshua also 
takea a thin view of Zioniam, By a 
minimal] definition of ‘'Zionlam as 
refuge,'' Zionism without any 
spiritual ornamentation, he hopes 
to avoid a narrow nationalistic 
Measianiam. This {s reflected in 
Yehoshua's stories, where his 
heroes Hive In an atmosphere of 
attenuated limbo, rarely rising to 
heroic dimensions or meaningful 
actions, except in certain climac- 
tie moments of eruption of danger 
or threat to survival. Most of the 
tlme his heroes remind one of 
Albert Camus’ amoral, enervated 
heroes stretching out their lives 
under the hot, Mediterranean gun. 

Yehoshua and hia generation of 
Sabra intellectuals, like 
Yehoshua's heroes themselves, 
are not only products of a political 
Zionism which they don't know 
what to do with, but are also vic- 
time of a nihilistic existentialism, 
which doesn’t allow them to at- 
tribute meaning beyond im- 
mediate experience. 

But there are alternatives to 
Ben-Ezer's thin existentialist 
Zionism, to the paradoxes of 
Evron's Canaaniam and 
Yehoshua'g fear of assigning 
spiritual meaning and 
Messianism to Zionism. In this 
book one finds it in the cultural- 
spiritual Zionists interviewed, 
those who, in the spirit of Ahad 
Ha'am, saw Zionism as the crea- 
tion of an autonomous commun!- 
ty which would retain whatever 
was precious in the othical and 
spiritual heritage of the Jews. 
This older generation of thinkers 
attributes moaning to the State of 
Israel beyond thre mere form of 
the State. One finds, particularly 
in Buber, a richer, more profound 
Zonist existentialism than that 
which hovers near aurvival alone, 
and a Messianism that is more 
than narrow nationalism. 


IN INTERVIEWS in ''Shdemot" 
before he died, Buber affirmed a 
Aonist existentialism: which In- 
jects value into the vold, which 
sees Zionism positively, as the 
“re-bullding and re-establishing 
of an Israel in which life and the 
spirit would no longer dwell side 
by side as two different realms, 
each subject to ita own laws, aa 
during the long desert journey of 
Exile. Rather, the spirit would 
build life as a home, even as a 
flash for itself, life of realization 
instead of one where. abstract 
{deals float disembodied in 
idealized reality." 

Ironically, throughout the inter- 
viewa it Js.the Sabra Ben-Ezer 
who tears apart these categories 
of body and spirit. He idealizea, on 
the. one hand, the great Intellec- 
tual aacomplishments of the 
Weatern Jew alienated from the 
body politic of the country he lived 
in,. while on the other he sees 
Israel only as ‘‘hody'' and 
struggles. with the embarrass-

‘the city of a great king' (Psalms 
48:3) is ἃ Hving and enduring 
thing.” 


ONE HEARS NO ECHO of this 
call for a clty of God, a spirttual 
centre, among the young Isracti 
intellectuals and writers in the 
book. But why have the advocates 
of a spiritua) and cultural Zionism 
had go little Influence on the direc- 
tion of Zionlat thinking in the coun- 
try? 18 it, as has been implied, 
because the energies necessary 
for bullding the body were just too 
great to allow for the bullding of 
the spirit, or because the nihilistic 
assumptions of the contemporary 
world did not allow a Sabra 
generation to impose spiritual 
values on their world? Or can the 
fault he laid at the door of the 
cultural and spiritual Zilonlats 
themselves? Perhaps their good- , 
intentioned generalities haven't 
been enough of a handle with 
which a generation of Israel-born 
Jews could forge a Jewish future. 

Prof. Scholem, for example, 
negates the Canaanite disconnec- 
tion to the Jewish past. He sees 
Zionism as a resurgence of the 
Jewish spirit, not a new start en- 
lirely. Yet, he docs not assert a 
well-defined view of what is 
Jewish and what the Jewish 
character of the State of Israel 
should be. He believes — and 
rightly so — that Judaism is ἃ liv- 
ing thing that is not amenable to a 
dogmatic definition. ‘Innovation 
cannot be defined in advance... In- 
novation arises, not from denying 
one's tradition but fram a dlalec- 
tic, a metamorphosis of 
tradition," 

This view of a natural develop: 
ment In history ja fine when onc 
looks at history retrospectively 
and sees the spiritual syntheses 
that have emerged. But it does 
nat help people make decisions 
within history. It ia a view that ex- 
presses no values nor gives direc- 
tion to an Israeli youth desperate- 
ly in need of a spiritual direction 
to their Zionism. 


PERHAPS the only place one 
finds a definite Jewish direction 
and spiritual content attributed to 
Zionism 15 in the ranka of the 
religious Zionists. But for many, 
religion is too much of a‘handie, 
Israelia nurtured in a secular 
world cannot accept all the 
assumptions of sucha view.. 
Presumably this is why Ben-Bzer , 
did not interview mainstream 
religious Zionists. Perhaps they 
were overlooked because they are 
not ‘‘uncasy’’ enough about 
Zionism for his purposes. The 
religious Zionists prop up the 
Zionist edifice with traditional

therefore the. most dangerous for 
Ben-Ezer, as they cover a 
nationalism which he would ex- 
pose in its nakedness.

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AS A CONCEPT and as a prac- 
tice, anti-Semitism is so elusive 
and so complex that there has 
been no consensus among 
scholars concerning the two most 
elementary starting points for its 
study: its definition and its 
genesis. Although Leon Pollakov 
attempts no systematic definition, 
he describes anti-Semitism as “an 
effective sui generis attitude of 
the Gentiles regarding the Jews, 
an endemic hatred pregnant with 
explosive outbursts, reducing the 
Children of Israel to pariah status 
and exposing them, as traditional 
Scapegoata, to numberless and 
endless massacres." 

Since he devotes chapter one of 
the first volume of his unique 
history (to be completed in four 
volumes) to ‘Anti-Semitism in 
Pagan Antiquity," Pollakov also 
touches on the subject of dating 
the phenomenon. May we, he 
asks, infer the existence of a 
generalized anti-Semitism during 
the period of the Roman Empire? 
His answer is that “the Jewlsh 
question” as a whole does not 
seem to have had more than 
Secondary importance for the 
men of those times; yet he 
cautiously avoids making a 
definite judgement, preferring, as 
he puts it, “to establish our in- 
vestigation on more positive 
j bases."

A CAREFUL READING of the

The core of this second volume 
is Islam's attitude to Jews and 
Judaism, a subject which In re- 
cent decades has given rise to 
much controversy slnce the 
followers of both faiths contracted 
the modern European rash of 
nationalism. Polakov follows in 
the path of the groat Ortentalista 
— moatly Jewish and in many 
cases us well versed in Judalam 
as they were in Islam — such as 
Goldziher, Erwin Rosonthal, 
Shlome Dov Goitein and Salo W. 
Baron in stressing Islam‘s liberal 
attitude lo Jews and Judaism. - 


"Nothing,"* Pollakov writes, 
“eould be farther from the truth 
than the traditional conventions 
that depict Islam as shattering all 
realstance by fire and steel. On 
the whole, it is a religion to the 
measure of man, taking his limita 
and weaknesses into account.” 

"In addition to ae of 
language and culture,’' he statea 
firther “the religious teaching 
itaelf of Islam made cohabitation 


" with the Jews easy to the point 


where it was hard to avold the 
conclusion that there was nothing 
incompatibic between the two 
religions and that one could 
belong to both at the same time." 


SUCH VIEWS will of course be 
hotly disputed today. Even Prof. 
Goltein, to whose heart the sub- 
ject of Jewish-Moslom relations is 
yery close indeed, would probably 
take exception to Pollakov's par- 
-tleular choice of words. In ‘‘Inter- 
faith Relations in Medieval 
Islam," the text of the Second 
Yaacov Herzog Memorial Lec- 
‘ture, he touches on the legal and 
. actual conditions in which Jews as 


. 8 religious minority lived under 


Islam. Referring to Islam's beilef 
that the monotheistic religions 
were essentially one and the 
same, for Instance, he describes it 
as “primitive universalism" 
which, having pervaded the carly 
parts of the Koran, resulted in 
Talamic law recognising In princi- 
ple the right to existence of other 
monotheistic religions. He points 
out, however, that no analogy 
could be drawn between the situa- 
tlon of Jews under Islam and their 
lot in ‘Christian Europe. 

On the general subject of inter- 
faith relations Prof. Goitein has a 
few wise and rather sobering 
remarks to make. “I am well 
aware,” he says at tho conclusion 
of his lecture, "of the truth that in- 
terfalth relations are based on 
falth, on the convictions held by 
the persons concerned. Tho 
stronger ἃ man's bellef In hla awn 

gion, the more js he Inclined 
to negate all other religions, 
whatever his poraonal relations 
with people outside his own com- 
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broadened, and the concept of the 
-“oltizen In uniform" officlally 
Prevails,

Hail, Jeroboam 


THE HAIFA THEATRE has 
played 2 mean trick on the critics, 
while contributing to the amuse- 
ment of its public. The 
gramme for the revived ‘Most 
Cruel the King" quotes reviews of 
the original Habimah production 
of the Nissim Aloni play in 
December, 1968, and they make 
pretty silly reading now, as they 
must have done 22 years back. 
There is, for instance the critic 
of the religious ‘‘Hazofe,"" who 
borrows the language of the 
Prophets to thunder against the 
young playwright for daring to 
rewrite the Bible. At the other ex- 
treme there is his colleague from 
the Communist ‘‘Kol Ha'am,”’ 
who discovered a slur on the 
Soviet Union in a discussion on the 
competition between the two 
world powers of the era, Egypt 
and Assyria. Somewhere in the 
middie is the critic of the conser- 
vative ‘‘Haboker,'' who concedes 
that the play should not be banned 
though it {s not nationalistic, but 
cannot understand why Aloni did 
not write a ‘nationalistic, Zionist 
play.” 
~ What the whole discussion was 
about was the personality and 


‘ideas of Jeroboam the son of 


Nebat, the play's hero. The 
original is one of the Bible's 


- Villains, of whom it is written that 


he sinned, and caused others to sin 
by building houses of worship 
where golden calves were 
worshipped. A leader of the tribe 
of Ephraim, he rebelled against 
the House of David, split the 
Kingdom in two to set himself up 
as king of tho northern realm, 
broke away'from Jerusalem and 
the Temple, and established a 
close political ‘and cultural 
relationship with Iegypt. 

- The curses ho brought down on 
his head for straying from the 
Ways of the Lord do not scem to 
have done him much harm, for he 
reigned 22 years, and died in hla 
bed at a fairly advanced age, be- 
Queathing the kingdom to his son 
Nadab, z 


So much for the First Book of 
Kings. Aloni's Jeroboam is a pure, 
noble hero who came to rescue his 
people from the oppressive rule of 
Rehoboam, the drunken, dis- 
solute, cruel heir to the throne of 
Solomon, a stupid tyrant wearing 
out the land and its people with ex- 
cessive taxation to finance hig 
constant wars and his. ex- 
travagantly luxurious living. 

The play opens with the chorus 
chanting “Give peace, oh King,” 
the leit-motif to which the words 
“Give life, give bread, give joy" 
are later added. It ends with 
Jeroboam finally acceding to the 
wishes of his people to raise the 
standard of rebellion against 
Rehoboam. 

By ending the action where he 
did, the author absolved his hero 
from fulfilling’ the hopes of those 
who put their trust in him, We 
don't know what kind of a king 
Aloni’s Jeroboam would have 
been, and how he would have com- 
pared with the biblical original. 
The hero thus acquires a 
character for which the play 
provides no justification. 

The confrontation between 
Jeroboam and his rival is clear- 
cut. In contrast to the towering 
figure of Jeroboam, Rehohoam is 
a drunk — we first moet himilying 
under a table clutching an empty 
pitcher — a weakling who com- 
pensates for his weakness by 
cruelty. In order to underscore 
Jeroboam's superiority still 
further the playwright shows 
Rehoboam’'s beautiful wife, in 
love with Jeroboam while despia- 
ing her husband. 

Jeroboam is depicted not only 
as a man socking justice for the 
people, he {8 also a farsighted 
statesman who, In hia ten yeara of 
exile in Egypt, acquired a 
cosmopolitan view, far superior to 
the provincialism of those now 
ruling the country, including the 
Prophet Ahijah the Shiklonite, 
head of the religious establish- 
ment. Jeroboam opposes tho for- 
mula “Israel shall qwell alone,”

“MOST CRUEL THE KING" is a 
political play par excellence, 
written shortly after the War of 
Independence as a comment on 
the prevailing situation. It has 
been revived by the Haifa 
Municipal Theatre with the ex- 
plicit Intention of being taken as a 
comment on today's political 
situation. There is something dis- 
ingenuous in this intention, I am 
afraid, for the parallel, once we 
reach below the obvious, will 
prove rather tenuous. The revival 
of the play now ia bound to arouse 
political discussions which will 
obscure its significance as 
theatre, which is a pity, because 
‘Most Cruel tho King," with all its 
faults, is good theatre. 

One of the play's great 
achlevements is its language, a 
poetic language which retaina all 
the sonority and loftiness of the 
Bible, and is yet thoroughly con- 
temporary. Biblical characters 
speak biblical Hebrew and yet 
sound modern. The play is ‘lucidly 


constructed in the manner of 
Greek tragedy, evont following 
event with the inevitability of 
fate; and the characters, despite 
being -carriers of ideas, are full- 
blooded, three-dimensional peo- 
ple, well developed psychologi- 
cally. 

The four principal dramatie 
personae, Jeroboam, Rehoboam, 
his queen and Jeroboam's 
mother, who first encourages him 
to rebel but fights him to the death 
when she sees his actions directed 
against the Lord — all these lead 
their own independent lives on the 
stage. 

The weakness of the play lies in 
the excessive talk which causes 
the action to slump between 
dramatic peaks. Oded Kotler’s 
staging, In the austere manner of 
Greek tragedy, does not eliminate 
this weakness, but it does provide 
moments of high drama and 
powerful confrontations. The 
appearances of the chorus, of the 
people, have great visual beauty; 
the beating of kettledruma on 
either side of the stage announces 
and underlines momentous 
events. 

What I did not find convincing 
was the acting of the four major

characters, and here one doesn't 
know where the director's concept 
ends and the actors' execution 
begins. I found Michael Kfir's per- 
formance as Jeroboam too one- 
sided, despite his impressive 
physical appearance and the 
powerful personality he projects. 
Tlan Toren as Rehoboam is forced 
to the point of caricature. Leora 
Rivlin, who manages to look regal 
and sexy at the same time, is too 
frozen for a woman torn by such 
powerful passions; and Edna 
Fiiedel as Jerohoam’s Medea-like 
mother indulges to extremes her 
woll-known penchant for acting in 
the grand manner. 

I also have some objectiona to 
the decor and costumes. Ruth 
Dar's austere giant gate reating 
on 8 platform is impressive in Sts 
grandeur, but aays absolutely 
nothing — and I assume this to be 
intended — about the place and 
the people and the era, in which 
this historical drama ia set. Tho 
same applies to the costumoa 
which are a cross between Roman 
and Elizabethan, with such in- 
congruities as a pair of platform 
shoes vintage Dizengoff 1875 peep- 
ing out from under the folds of 
Edna Flisdel's dress.

Each foreign-produced film 
shot in Israel is foreign capital In- 
vested in Israe}. Bach such film 
brings in money from the outside 
and raises the employment level 
within the. country. To achieve 
this, the Government [5 willing to 
return some.of the money coming 
in that would otherwise have been

foteign film production takes the 


form of ἃ refund on any foreign Israel. It advertises Iarael tor the 


currency. converted into Israel 
currency and spent here for ser- 
vices rendered. Called Refund of 
Indirect Taxes,'' tHe sum is 
around IL1.76 for every U.S. 
dollar so used. 

There are various other incen- 
tives, such as the allowance of 
premature conversion of certain’ 
Government bonds. But what the 
Government is really aiming at is 
for the entire project of making a 
film, which can cost more than the 
construction of a large building, to 
take place in Israel. When it Is not 
just a matter of shooting a few 
scenes but the entire production 
budget 18 spent here, the film 
becomes, to all intents and pur- 
poses, ‘‘an Israell feature film," 
and then incentives such as bank 
loans and other rebates are allow- 
ed. 


TO GET all this acroas to the peo- 
ple who make and finance films, 
the Israel Film Centre, which 
belongs to the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry, sends its 


benefit of the production com- 
panies making up our film in- 
dustry, and overseas the work go- 
ing on within the country. It isn’t 
an eaay job but, speaking to some 
of the people who have come here 
to make films, one finds that 
besides the financial incentives 
they offer, there are other advan- 
tages. ς 

Moat often mentioned is the 
calibre of Israeli actors who sup- 
port the stars. They are ranked 
alongside the best professionals in 
Europe. 

- Also mentioned often are the 

recently opened laboratories — 
privately owned:— for processing 
and developing the film. It was 
quite a nulsance when just a few 
years ago, the film had to be sent 
abroad for processing. 
’ And what may be most asur- 
prising, the union rules here are 
comparatively easy and loone, 
enabling smaller crews to work 
for longer periods. 


TT IS obvious then, that we have 


not seem to be regarded aa highly 
as our production capabilities 
would suggest. 

Tt seems to me that the reagon 
for this is a lack of the kind of 
creative ideas that make up-good 
cinema. Looking at three new 
Israeli filma now being screened 
throughout the country — 
“Diamond,” "Snooker," “It'll be 
811 right Salomoniko, part II."" — 
the quality of the filming is as 
good as anywhere else, and the 
direction obviously is done with 
eyes that know where to point a 
camera and for how long to keep it 
there. But the basic material, the 
stories and writing, are not much 
better than we'd find on an 
average television show, And us 
everyone knows, if you want to get 
people to the movies, you must
